Population 
Doubles Here 


Special Census Shows 
Big Growth of Village 
In Past Six Years 


Official census of Palm Springs, 
just completed, will show an in­ 
crease of 108 percent over the 
1940 count and will materially 
increase the city’s share of the 
gasoline and in lieu taxes allo­ 
cated by the State of California. 
This announcement was made 
yesterday by William E. Alworth, 
city manager, upon receipt of fig­ 
ures compiled by Guy E. Rain- 
both, federal census supervisor, 
who conducted the count here. 
7,157 COUNTED 
The actual figures submitted, 
with additional names still ex­ 
pected by mail, was 7,157 as com­ 
pared with 3,434 tallied in 1940. 
It was believed that comparative­ 
ly few people were missed in the 
tally when the enumerators 
worked the city. 
“These figures are the prelim­ 
inary total,” Alworth said. “The 
census lists as compiled here still 
have to go to the Federal Cen­ 
sus Bureau in Washington, D. C. 
to be checked. However, they 
should be substantially the same 
as submitted by Mr. Rainboth. 
The official increase in popu­ 
lation will materially enhance the 
city’s share of the state gasoline 
and in lieu taxes. Based on the 
1940 census the returns to the 
city annually was $7,726.50 with 
$2.25 allocated for every person 
on the census rolls then. The 
new figures will increase this al­ 
location by $8,376.75 to a total 
of $16,103.25. 
There is only one hitch in these 
calculations according to Alworth. 
He pointed out that the large 
cities in the state have also been 
counting noses with their eyes 
on the tax money. In most of 
the cases where counts have been 
conducted, these large cities have 
also shown an increase. 
MAY CUT SHARES 
“These big increases in those 
cities may reduce the allocation 
shares,” declared Alworth, “but 
if Palm Springs had not asked 
for the census, its share, based 
on the 1940 figures would have 
been materially reduced.” 
• 
Alworth pointed out that the 
increase in the state's popula­ 
tion has, without a doubt, brought 
more automobiles to California as 
well, and the taxes collected may 
also be higher. 
The increase in population to 
be shown by the census here will 
also reduce the per capita cost 
of operating the various depart­ 
ments of the city, he said.

CITES FINANCING NEED 
Responding to the vote of 
thanks, Mayor Therieau thanked 
the members for their regular at­ 
tendance and their interest in the 
operation of the Council. 
In leaving the City Council 
office it is in the hope that Palm 
Springs will find a way to pro­ 
vide the city government with 
the additional funds it needs to 
meet its ever-mounting expenses 
brought on by the tremendous 
development here,” the city’s ex­ 
ecutive officer said in response 
to a request for his recommenda­ 
tions as to the city. 
INCOME LIMITED 
"Our income now is sharply 
limited by the ceiling on the tax 
rate, but demands for city serv­ 
ices, protection and inspections 
arc pyramiding daily. We must 
meet the problems head-on if we 
are to keep Palm Springs the 
place we all want it to be. Only 
by making sure that the city gov­ 
ernm ent is adequately financed 
can this be assured. 
"It has been a deep pleasure 
for me to preside at the meetings 
of the Coordinating Council. If 
it has accomplished anything dur­ 
ing these trying years, I shall feel 
amply repaid for any effort upon 
it. I want to thank all organiza­ 
tion representatives for their 
very informative and valuable 
reports given to the Council each 
month," he said. 
THANKS TO BENNETT 
Frank Bennett, representing 
the Desert Circus, was acting 
chairman as the vote of gratitude 
to the mayor was voted. 
Presenting the first of the or­ 
ganization reports, Frank Cutler, 
chairman of the Home-Owners 
League, disclosed that the League 
had appropriated S500 toward the 
fund to employ an expert city 
planner for preparation of a mas­ 
ter plan for the Village. He also 
told of the activities of the Lea­ 
gue in scrutinizing requests for 
zoning changes and variances 
now deluging the Planning Com- ¡ 
mission, it being the goal of the 
League to back up the Commis­ 
sion in its efforts to maintain the 
integrity of the residential prop­ 
erty in Palm Springs. He highly 
praised the sound thinking and 
good intentions of the Commis­ 
sion members. Hopes that first 
steps will be taken soon in the 
formation of a city-wide garden 
club by a committee headed by 
Melba Bennett were voiced by 
Mr. Cutler. 
FORWARD STEP 
Chairman Charles Burket of the 
Planning Commission declared 
that the commission feels that 
the employing of a technical ad­ 
visor on preparation of a master 
plan is a great forward step for 
Palm Springs. 
That the total enrollment of the 
year, representing all students 
who have been in the classes at 
any time, had exceeded 300 at the 
Palm Springs high school was 
revealed by Dr. Ernest Oertel, 
principal. The present attend­ 
ance is 211 and the average daily 
' attendance for the year will ex­ 
ceed 200, materially higher than 
previous years. He said the 
crowded conditions at the school 
have become worse each month 
¡ and that the six new classrooms 
to be constructed under the con­ 
tract to be let. The low bid of 
8149,766 was considerably higher 
than the estimate but not out of 
line with other recent compara­ 
ble bids, he said, adding that 
many public agencies have found 
it difficult to obtain any bids on 
their projects. Plans for Public 
Schools Week in April when the 
schools of the city will hold open 
house were told by Dr. Oertel, 
who took the occasion to report 
that check-ups of the educational 
system here by university repre­ 
sentatives have shown the scho­ 
lastic standing and curriculum 
rate high. Dr. Oertel will repre­ 
sent Palm Springs at the Confer­ 
ence of Secondary Principals in 
San Francisco, April 17, 18 and 
19 and will participate on a panel 
dealing with redistricting of Cali­ 
fornia school districts. 
PLANS OUTLINED 
Commenting on Dr. Oertel's re­ 
marks. Mr. Burket, member of 
the high school board, praised 
the faculty of the high school and 
urged Palm Springs should al­ 
ways pay sufficient salaries to 
attract the quality of instructors 
employed here now. 
Major Bowen, operations offi­ 
cer at the Air Base, outlined plans 
of the field for Army Day observ­ 
ance April 6 and proffered equip­ 
ment for use in the Circus Par­ 
ade. On Army Day the Air Base 
will hold open house, with a 
flight demonstration and possibly 
a parachute jump if it can be ap­ 
proved. Major Bowen revealed 
that he will make the jump if 
sanction for it is granted. 
WILL BE PLEASED 
That Palm Springs will be 
"highly pleased” with the results 
of the special census taken re­ 
cently was the belief expressed 
by City Manager W. E. Alworth 


who said the total would be an­ 
nounced within the week. 
He 
told of need for a planning en­ 
gineer, city engineer, building in­ 
spectors and other city employes 
and added that the demands for 
these men now are so great, sub­ 
stantial salaries will be needed 
to attract them. 
Good progress in the Red Cross 
drive which is being headed by 
Anthony Burke, was reported by 
Red Cross Chairman Barney 
Hinkle. Of the S19.600 quota, 
more than $11,000 had been re­ 
ceived and contributions were 
still good. Reporting for the Palm 
Springs Housing Authority of 
which he is chairman. Mr. Hinkle 
announced that Palm Springs has 
been allotted 24 units of em er­ 
gency housing and 848,000 with 
which to conver them for use. 
REPORTS HEARD 
Activities of the Chamber of 
Commerce were outlined by Har­ 
ry C. Harper, managiM-, who also 
reported for Lloyd Simon, head 
of the Masonic Club and the 
Lions Club who was unable to be 
present. 
A comprehensive report of the 
excellent Desert Circus program 
was given by General Chairman 
Frank Bennett who reported that 
good seats were left for most of 
the events. 
Plans for a progressive forward 
laying of adequate water mains 
step on the Indian reservation— 
—were told by Howard Perdew, 
Indian agent. He said the net­ 
work of privately-installed pipes 
will be replaced with a good 
system. 
HOSPITAL SITUATION 
Mayor Therieau reviewed the 
pressing problems of the city 
government told of the great de­ 
mand upon the city for process­ 
ing and inspecting the many con­ 
struction jobs, disclosing that in 
one day the building department 
issued permits exceeding $800,­ 
000 and a few days later issued 
more amounting to $400,000. Re­ 
lative to the Torney hospital ac­ 
quisition he said that great dif­ 
ficulty has been encountered in 
determining which agency was 
to handle the disposition.

P a rt Two 


T he drainage of most of the 
M ojave D esert is into the center 
of th e huge basin, and except for 
the local areas near the Colorado 
River, none of the w ater falling 


into it reaches the sea. It m erely 
collects 
in 
shallow 
ephem eral 
lakes 
and 
speedly 
evaporates, 
leaving saline playas to dot the 
desert floor. 
O ther sites of scenic interest on 
the Mojave are Pisgah and A m ­ 
boy craters, sm all bu t beautifully 
formed volcanic cones. In other 
areas actual lava flows may be 
seen, huge m asses of the “a a ” 
type of molten rock. Then, n orth­ 
west of Needles, th e re ’s famous 
M itchell’s 
C averns, 
containing 
some little-know n but very re ­ 
m arkable subterranean rooms and 
passageways. In the Devil’s P lay ­ 
ground area near Kelso are some 
of the most extensive and spec­ 
tacular sand-dunes to be found 
anyw here, rivalling even those 
just west of Yuma.

made lakes. Lake H avasu back 
of Parker Dam and Lake Mead 
back of Boulder Dam, are con­ 
sidered in th e eastern edge of the 
Mojave, and these tw o places are 
fast becoming great recreational 
centers. 
JOSHUA TREE TYPICAL 
The most typical plant of the 
Mojave D esert is the Joshua Tree, 
w hich is really a m em ber of the 
lily family and of the yucca tribe, 
not a cactus as most persons be 
lieve. Dr. H erbert L. Mason of 
the 
U niversity 
of 
C alifornia’s 
departm ent of botany claims that 
so closely does the distribution 
of the Joshua coincide w ith the 
extent of the Mojave, that the 
Joshua should be considered THE 
plant indicator for 
th at area. 
This m erely m eans that where 
ever you find a tree yucca grow ­ 
ing under n atu ral condition?, you 
can be sure you are on the Mo­ 
jave. 
Being a plant indicator 
does not im ply th at this bizarre 
desert tree forms a continuous 
forest over th is huge area. R ath­ 
er, it is scattered w idely, mostly 
about the 
desert’s 
edges, 
and 
grows in isolated dense stands. 
The best Joshua T ree forests are 
to be found in the M onum ent 
near Tw entynine Palm s, around 
Victorville and Hesperia, at Cima, 
and near L ancaster and Muroc, 
Oddly 
enough, 
the 
Joshua 
comes right to the very edge of 
(^le Colorado D esert at Yucca 
Valley, on th e brink of the Mor- 
ongo Valley, but does not spill 
over into this desert region. Al­ 
titude and the resu ltan t cooler 
clim ate and more hum id condi­ 
tions that go w ith a higher ele­ 
vation undoubtedly are deciding 
factors in this tree's unique dis­ 
tribution. 
_____ 
MOUNTAIN PASSES 
The m ountain passes leading to 
the south and west from the Mo­ 
jave Desert are several in num ­ 
ber. 
Morongo Pass, already re­ 
ferred to, extends into the Col­ 
orado D esert betw een the San 
B ernardino and the L ittle San 
B ernardino M ountains. One goes 
through this pass in travelling 
from Banning and the San Gor- 
gonio Pass to T w entynine Palms. 
C ajon 
Pass 
(pronounced 
Cah- 
hone) penetrates betw een the San 
Bernardino and the San G abriel 
M ountains, along the fam ous San 
A ndreas earthquake fault line, 
and one traverses it in going from 
San B ernardino to 
Victorville. 
F u rth er w est is Tehachapi Pass 
(pronounced Teh - hatch - a - pee) 
betw een 
th e 
southern 
Sierra 
N evada’s 
and 
the 
Tehachapi 
M ountains, and is along the route 
betw een the city of M ojave and 
Bakersfield. 
P art of the Tejon 
P a s s 
(pronounced 
Teh-hone) 
leads 
from 
Palm sdale 
to 
San 
Fernando Valley. 
To 
the 
north 
of 
Tehachapi 
Pass lies beautiful W alker Pass, 
the road from Freem an on the 
desert side to B akersfield on the 
Pacific drainage. 
In this Pass, 
Joshua Trees spill over several 
m iles to the w estern side. This 
unusual distribution has been ex­ 
plained by the late Dr. Joseph 
G rinnell, reknow n UC ornitholo­ 
gist, as being due to a huge ex­ 
panse of granite north of that 
side of W alker Pass. This gran­ 
itic face reflects the hot sun into 
the little valley below and thus 
duplicates the typical hotter, d ri­ 
er clim ate found on th e east side 
of the Pass. At any rate, w hat­ 
ever the reason, a little pocket of 
desert does persist there. 
PALM S HERE, TOO 
The Joshua Tree is only one of 
m any interesting plants to be 
seen on the Mojave. Strangely, 
the characteristic tree of the Col­ 
orado D esert also occurs in a few 
lim ited spots on the M ojave: the 
D esert Palm or C alifornia Fan 
Palm . These can bee found at 
Tw entynine Palm s and at Forty- 
nine Palms. These localities are 
either the palm 's northernm ost 
penetration from the south or else 
the northern edge of a gradual 
w ithdraw al, 
perhaps 
indicating 
th at at one rem ote tim e they may 
have occured elsew here on the 
M ohjave 
in 
g reater 
profusion, 
having since 
been 
w iped 
out 
there by clim atic changes. 
Many of th e plants now grow ­ 
ing over the M ojave D esert have 
invaded 
the 
region 
from 
the 
northeast, from an area called the 
G reat Basin. In fact, about 94% 
of the M ojavean flora is identical 
w ith plants found in the G reat 
Basin, indicating sim ilar botani­ 
cal histories. Of all the strictly 
California desert species of flow ­ 
ers now know n to botanists, 35% 
of them are found only on the 
Mojave, 20% only on the Colo 
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rado Desert, and 45% are com­ 
mon to both, according to the 
noted botanist, Dr. Philip Munz. 
The sam e may be said about 
the desert mam mals. 
Some are 
restricted to either one desert or 
the other, some are found in both, 
and m any range over even w ider 
territories. 
A nim als and birds, 
having the power of locomotion, 
are not nearly as apt to become 
distinct isolated species as are 
plants. 
FOSSILS COMMON 
Fossil rem ains of both plants 
and anim als have been unearthed 
on the Mojave, proving th at it 
is m uch older than the Colorado 
Desert, and was once m uch more 
humid than today, supporting a 
great grassland plant grow th and 
populated by such grazing ani­ 
mals as the wild horse, camel, 
elephant, and deer, which were 
stalked by the ferocious sabre­ 
toothed tiger, cave lion, and giant 
dire wolf. 
Pronghorn antelope 
were once common on the Mo­ 
jave w ithin historic times, giving 
such nam es as A ntelope Valley, 
but they have been so decim ated 
by uncontrolled h u n tin g as to 
be alm ost extinct there now. 
N ext 
week we shall briefly 
consider the second of our two 
California deserts, the Colorado, 
whicht is perhaps of m ore interest 
to us here, since Palm Springs 
is located in its extrem e n o rth ­ 
w estern corner.
